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No  other  American  music¬ 
ian  has  ever  achieved  a 
world-wide  reputation  like 
Leonard  Bernstein's.  He  is 
known  everywhere, as  conduc¬ 
tor  , composer , pianst , author 
and  teacher. 

Bernstein  is  a  native  of 
Lawrence , Massachusetts ,  bom 
there  on  August  25,1918.  He 
grew  up  in  Boston, where  he 
attended  Boston  Latin  School 
and  studied  piano  with  Hein¬ 
rich  Gebhard  and  Helen 
Coates.  After  earning  a  de¬ 
gree  from  Harvard  in  1939, 
he  continued  his  studies  un¬ 
der  the  urging  of  Dimitri 
Mitropoulos , at  the  Curtis  In¬ 
stitute  of  Music  with  Fritz 
Reiner.  He  also  continued 
his  piano  studies  there  with 
Isabella  Vengerova.  Summers 
he  spent  at  Tanglewood,as  a 
student  of  and  an  assistant 
to  Serge  Koussevitzky.  In 
1943, he  was  engaged  by  Artur 
Rodzinski  as  Assistent  Con¬ 
ductor  of  the  New  York  Phil¬ 
harmonic. 

As  conductor, Leonard  Bern¬ 
stein  made  his  remarkable, 
now  historic, debut  with  the 
New  York  Philharmonic  on 
November  14, 1943, at  the  age 
of  25, replacing  Bruno  Walter 
at  a  concert  that  was  broad¬ 
cast  nationally.  In  the  vears 
following  he  was  named 
Mus  i  c  Director  of  the  New  York 


Symphony  in  1945,head  of  the 
conducting  faculty  at  the 
Berkshire  Music  Center  in 
1951, and  Professor  of  Music 
at  Brandeis  University  the 
same  year.  He  made  regular 
appearances  as  guest  con¬ 
ductor  with  the  New  York 
Philharmonic, the  Isreal  Phil¬ 
harmonic,  and  most  of  the 
world's  major  orchestras. 

In  1958, Bernstein  was  in¬ 
vited  to  become  Music  Dir¬ 
ector  of  the  New  York  Phil¬ 
harmonic,  the  first  American- 
born  and  -trained  musician  to 
hold  a  position  of  such  im¬ 
portance.  In  the  course  of 
his  distinguished  12-vear 
association  with  the  Phil 
harmonic, he  conducted  more 
concerts  than  any  other  con¬ 
ductor  in  its  history, and 
in  1969  he  was  given  the  life¬ 
time  title  of  Laureate  Con¬ 
ductor. 

Bernstein  has  also  achieved 
a  remarkable  reputation  in  the 
world  of  opera, at  such  houses 
as  the  Metropolitan  in  New 
York, La  Scala(the  first  Amer¬ 
ican  ever  to  conduct  there) , 
and  the  Vienna  State  Opera. 

Among  Bernstein's  many  ho¬ 
nors  and  awards, in  1983  he 
was  named  Honorary  President 
of  the  Accademia  di  Santa  Ce¬ 
cilia  and  was  made  an  Honor¬ 
ary  Member  of  the  New  York 
Philharmonic . 


DR.  KEARNS  ADDRESSES  ASSEMBLY 


On  Thursday  November  29, 

Dr.  Doris  Kearns  Goodwin 
spoke  to  Classes  I  and  II, 
the  first  speaker  in  the 
Dwight  Allison  Lecture  Series. 

Dr.  Goodwin  served  in  the 
White  House  as  an  aid  to  Pres¬ 
ident  Lyndon  B.  Johnson.  She 
knew  President  Johnson  both 
professionally  and  personally 
and  was  the  author  of  his 
biography  LBJ  and  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Dream.  At  the  end  of 
Johnson’s  administration, Dr. 
Goodwin  left  Washington  and 
became  a  professor  at  Har¬ 
vard,  conducted  interviews 
with  people  such  as  Jimmy 
Carter, and  had  a  family.  In 
1976, she  was  asked  to  be¬ 
come  head  of  the  Peace  Corps 
but  she  declined  the  posi¬ 
tion. 

She  spoke  mainly  about 
the  presidency  and  how  it  has 
changed  over  the  years.  She 
also  talked  about  Lyndon 
Johnson  and  his  life  after 
being  president.  According  to 
Dr.  Goodwin, he  was  never  able 
to  adjust  to  life  out  of  the 
White  House  and  that  was  his 
greatest  problem 

She  also  spoke  about  the  ob¬ 
session  seme  White  House  staff 
members  have  about  their  jobs. 
These  men  and  women  sacri¬ 
fice  family  and  jobs  in  their 


own  desire  to  get  ahead. 

Dr.  Goodwin  warned  against 
allowing  any  aspect  of  life 
to  become  such  an  obsession. 

Today's  president, accord¬ 
ing  to  Dr.  Goodwin, must  have 
charisma, charm  and  a  good 
television  personality.  This 
need  for  such  superficial 
traits  may  at  times  super¬ 
cede  the  amount  of  exper¬ 
ience  a  presidential  candi¬ 
date  possesses.  Dr.  Goodwin 
also  feels  that  women  are 
beginning  to  be  more  active 
in  politics.  She  led  the  au¬ 
dience  to  believe  that  some¬ 
day  we  may  see  the  president 
being  called  Madame  instead 
of  Sir. 

After  her  lecture, Dr.  Good¬ 
win  conducted  a  question  and 
answer  session  with  the  au¬ 
dience.  Many  diverse  topics 
were  discussed, such  as  the 
media's  role  in  politics 
today  and  the  growing  in¬ 
terest  in  big  buisiness. 

Dr.  Goodwin  proved  to  be 
an  informative  as  well  as 
entertaining  speaker.  She 
told  stories  that  provided 
a  greater  understanding  of 
Lyndon  Johnson  and  the  pres¬ 
idency.  Hopefully  the  Dwight 
Allison  Lecture  Series  will 
continue  to  provide  more 
speakers  like  Dr .Goodwin.

In  the  pro¬ 
cess  they  often  lose  per¬ 
spective  on  life  enveloped 
in  day-to-day  events  at 
school . 

Contrary  to  common  belief 


at  all, he  or  she  should  talk 
to  someone  with  whom  they 
feel  comfortable , such  as  a 
friend. teacher,  guidance 
counselor  or  nurse.  Just  talk¬ 
ing  about  it  can  help  tre¬ 
mendously.  In  addition  there 
is  a  free  and  confidential 
24-hour  telephone  service.

Hear  ye,  citizens,  hear 
ye  Celebrate  with  us  the 
birthday  of  Boston  Latin 
School,  founded  350  years 
ago,  and  greatly  loved  for 
all  those  years  by  her  sons 
and  now  her  daughters. 

Boston  Latin  School  is 
the  oldest  public  school  in 
America  with  a  continuous 
existence.  It  was  founded 
April  23,1635,  by  the  Town 
of  Boston,  antedating 
Harvard  College  by  more 
than  a  year.  The  curriculum 
of  the  school  is  centered 
in  the  Humanities,  its 
founders  sharing  with  the 
ancient  Greeks  the  belief 
that  the  only  good  things 
are  goods  of  the  soul. 
Edmund  Burke  referred  to 
America  as  exemplifying  the 
"dissidence  of  dissent". 
From  its  beginning,  Boston 
Latin  School  has  taught  its 
scholars  dissent  with 
responsibility  and  has 
persistently  encouraged 
it. 

Establishment  of  the 


school  was  due  in  great 
measure  to  the  influence  of 
the  Reverend  John  Cotton, 
who  sought  to  create  in  the 
New  World  a  school  like  the 
Free  Grammar  School  of 
Boston,  England,  in  which 
Latin  and  Greek  were 
taught.  The  first  classes 
were  held  in  the  home  of 
the  master,  Philemon 
Pormont  From  the  earliest 
years  the  town  assigned 
public  funds  to  the  support 
of  the  school. 

Micheal  G.  Contompasis, 
'57,  was  appointed 
Headmaster  of  his  Alma 
Mater  in  April, 1977.  The 
tradition  of  excellence  has 
continued  at  the  Latin 
School  and  the  educational 
vistas  have  broadened.

Students  Aim 

For  Peace 

On  Thursday,  April  4,  a 
delegation  of  30  high 
school  students  and  adults 
began  a  nine-day 

fact-finding  mission  to  the 
USSR.  The  delegation  was 
scheduled  to  meet  with 
students  and  peace  groups 
in  Moscow  and  Leningrad,  in 
a  trip  sponsored  by  the 
Student/Teacher 
Organization  to  Prevent 
(STOP)  Nuclear  War,  a 
four-year  old  disarmament 
organization  based  in 
Boston. 

Six  students  from  Boston 
Latin  are  among  the  group: 
Karen  Crawford,  Beth  Breay, 
Maria  Cole,  Josh  Young,  Ben 
Venator  and  Elizabeth 
Delgado,  all  of  Class  I. 

According  to  a  press 
release,  STOP  Nuclear  War 
is  the  only  national  peace 
organization  that  focuses 
its  attention  on  young 
people.  STOP  is  a  network 
of  100  chapters  with  2,500 
members  in  42  states. 
STOP's  primary  work  is 
educational  programming  in 


who  are  in  positions  of 
political  power  and 
responsibility,  such  as 
lawyers  and  members  of 
congress. 

Other  events  included 
tours  of  the  Pentagon  and 
of  Capital  Hill.  The 
students  also  attended  a 
production  of  Godspell  and 
enjoyed  a  banquet  and  dance 
at  the  end  of  the  week. 

By  week's  end  the 
students  had  gained  a 
deeper  understanding  of 
their  country's  political 
process.  They  had  also 
formed  many  worthwhile 
relationships  with  people 
from  all  walks  of  life.  By 
sharing  their  ideas  and 

feelings,  they  had  learned 
about  each  other  and  about 
themselves  as  well. 

The  Close  Up  experience 
cannot  adequately  be 
described  in  brief.  It  was 
an  intensely  enjoyable  and 
educational  week  for  the 
participants. 

high  school  settings.  In 
announcing  the  trip,  Rev. 
Mike  Clark,  Co-Director  of 
STOP  and  one  of  the  leaders 
of  the  trip  said:  "Many 
Americans  visit  the  Soviet 
Union  each  year,  but  few  of 
them  are  high  school 
students.  Even  fewer  are 
high  school  students  who 
are  peace  activists.  Given 
developments  between  our 
two  countries  in  recent 
weeks,  our  April  trip  will 
be  unique." 

The  Nuclear  Awareness 
Club  is  the  BLS  chapter  of 
STOP.  The  students  who  are 
going  want  to  see  for 
themselves  what  the  Soviet 
Union  is  like,  rather  than 
having  to  depend  for  their 
judgments  on  what  they  are 
told.  They  are  also 
interested  in  learning  the 
customs  of  a  different 
culture. 

Recent  changes  in  Soviet 
leadership  and  the  on-going 
Geneva  arms  talks,  as  well 
as  the  long-standing 
political  and  cultural 
differences  between  the 
societies  all  contribute  to 
the  sense  of  excitement 
which  participants  felt  on 
the  eve  of  the  trip.

Boston  Latin  School  is  a  six-year  college 
preparatory  school  which  provides  a  rigorous 
academic  program  in  the  classical  tradition  and 
which  fosters  the  pursuit  of  excellence.  The  school 
welcomes  and  serves  a  culturally  and  economically 
diverse  population  drawn  from  every  section  of  the 
city  and  has  long  produced  leaders  for  the  community 
and  the  nation. 

Recognizing  the  importance  of  fostering  the 
development  of  the  whole  person — the  intellect, 
body,  spirit,  social  and  moral  capacities — Boston 
Latin  School  maintains  a  balance  between  the 
traditional  and  the  modern.  The  study  of  ancient  and 
modern  cultures,  languages,  literature,  art,  music, 
history  and  institutions  ensures  exposure  to  the 
ideas  and  values  which  have  shaped  Western 
civilization.  The  study  of  mathematics  and  science 
provides  the  basis  for  an  understanding  of  the 
physical  world  and  modern  technologies.

STUDENTS  GO  TO  TRIAL

The  District  IX  and 
District  V  Student 
Leadership  Programs 
participated  in  a  Mock 
Trial  competition 
sponsored  jointly  by  the 
School  Volunteers  for 
Boston  and  the  Mass.  Bar 
Association.  Each  of  the 
schools  in  the  competition 
was  assigned  a  lawyer  to 
help  students  prepare  for 
the  trials. 

In  the  first  round  of 
competition  Latin  competed 
against  Technical,  English 
against  Madison  Park,  and 
Dorchester  against  the 
Burke . 

BLS  was  assigned  the 
role  of  prosecutor  and 
Tech  the  role  of  defender 
in  the  trial  held  at 
Roxbury  District  Court  on 
April  9.  District  Court 
Judge  Martin  presided,  and 
the  jury  consisted  of 
students  from  the  Wheatley 
Middle  School.  The 
competitors  were  scored  by 
three  lawyers,  who  judged 
them  based  on  the  quality 
of  their  presentation. 

BLS  was  represented  by 
Eileen  Davis  and  Penelope 
Codrington  as  prosecuting 
attorneys  and  Karla 
Hyppolite,  Juania  Ashley 
and  Maunia  Ashley  as 
witnesses  for  the 
prosecution.  The  faculty 
advisor  was  Mr.  Flynn  and 
the  attorney  advisor  was 
Mr.  Conrad  Bletzer,  BLS 
'73. 

The  trial  concerned  a 
man  who  had  allegedly  shot 
and  killed  a  teenager  who 
was  among  a  group  that  had 
supposedly  vandalized  the 
man's  property  and 
harassed  him  over  a  period 
of  time. 

The  trial  followed 
standard  courtroom 
procedures,  with 
examination  and  cross 
examination  of  witnesses, 
and  opposing  attorneys 
verbally  attacking  each 
others  interpretation  of 


the  case. 

After  about  an  hour  of 
courtroom  battling,  the 
judge  instructed  the  jury 
in  the  law  and  the  rules 

.•of  evidence,  and  the  jury 

retired  to  consider  its 

verdict.  A  short  time 

later  the  jury  returned  a 
verdict  of  guilty  of 

second  degree  murder,  a 
victory  for  Latin.  The 

scorers  also  gave  Latin 
the  edge  over  Tech  by  a 
very  close  margin,  290  to 
280.  Since  Latin  and  Tech 

had  the  highest  scores  of 

all  the  schools  in  the 

competion,  they  earned  the 
right  to  face  each  other 
in  the  finals  at  Suffolk 
Superior  Court. 

Superior  Court  Justice 
Harry  Elam  presided  in  the 
trial  held  on  April  9  and 
shown  live,  in  part,  on 
Channel  4.  BLS 

participants  were  Penelope 
Codrington,  Juania  Ashley 
and  Jocelyn  Henry  as 
defense  attorneys,  and 
Eileen  Davis,  Karla 

Hyppolite  and  Maunia 
Ashley  as  defense 

witnesses. 

The  case  this  time  was 
a  civil  case,  the  operator 
of  a  social  club  being 
sued  for  damages  after  a 
person  who  had  attended  a 
party  was  involved  in  an 
auto  accident,  injuring 
another  person. 

Members  of  the  jury 
this  time  were  students 
from  the  Cleveland  Middle 
School,  and  once  again, 
the  jury  found  for  BLS, 
returning  a  verdict  of  not 
guilty. 

The  Mass.  Bar 

Association  scorers  also 
gave  Latin  a  victory  over 
Tech,  by  the  slim  margin 
of  128  to  125. 

The  Mock  Trial

The  first  master, 
Philemon  Pormort,  was 
forced  to  leave  Boston  by 
the  Puritan  authorities. 

Benjamin  Franklin 
attended  but  did  not 
graduate . 


Ralph  Waldo  Emerson 
found  most  schoolwork 
boring.  He  used  to  keep 
an  interesting  book  with 
him,  concealed,  and  read 
it  most  of  the  day  (not 
Mad  Magazine) .

We  all  know  that  the 
first  girls  who  attended 
and  graduated  from  Boston 
Latin  were  here  during  the 
1970' s,  and  that  before 
that  time  girls  who  wanted 
a  classical  education  went 
to  Girls'  Latin  School. 
Few,  if  any,  are  aware, 
however,  that  in  1867  a 
girl  completed  the  six-year 
program  as  an  "irregular, 
non-reciting"  pupil,"  but 
one  who  was  regular  enough 
in  attendance,  attention, 
and  in  the  preparation  of 
lessons . " 


Her  tather  was  a  master 
in  the  school  and  an 
author  of  French  textbooks, 
and  he  wanted  his  daughter, 
Helen  Magill,  to  have  a 
classical  education.  Since 
there  was  no  Girls'  Latin 
School  at  the  time,  she 
"attended  the  Latin  School, 
sat  through  the  recitations 
as  a  visitor,  and  by 
herself  •  completed  the 
required  course,  although 
she  did  not  receive  a 
diploma." 

The  story  of  Helen 
Magill  was  reported  in  the 


Mrs.  Ricci  and  Ms. 
Ponte  were  the  first  two 
women  on  the  faculty. 


William  Bigelow,  head 
master  1805  to  1814,  had 
difficulty  controlling 
students.  He  used  to  send 
boys  out  to  get  him  a  mug 
of  beer. 


Harvard  was  founded  in 
1636  to  provide  Latin 
graduates  a  place  to  go. 

Charles  Bulfinch,  the 
great  architect  who 
designed  the  State  House 
and  other  beautiful  Beacon 
Hill  structures  as  well  as 
the  Capitol  in  Washington, 
D.C.  did  graduate.

The  BLS  library  has  a 
more  extensive  reference 
book  collection  than  any 
BPL  branch. 


The  misdemeanor  mark, 
declamation,  and  the  report 
card,  all  of  which  today  s 
students  are  grateful  for, 
were  introduced  by 
Benjamin  Apthorp  Gould, 
head  master  from  1814  to 
1828. 


The  portrait  in  the 
library  is  of  Charles 
James  Capen,  the  master 
with  the  longest  career  at 
BLS.  He  was  asked  to 
retire  at  age  82  after  58 
years  at  the  school,  and 
he  died  two  months  later. 

Until  1645  school  wa 
conducted  in  the  home  of 
the  master.

Latin  School  Register  of 
May,  1905,  which  also 
contained  the  following 
°utobiographical  sketch: 

"I  entered  Swarthmore 
College  two  years  after 
leaving  the  Boston  Latin 
School,  in  1867... At 
Swarthmore  I  was  graduated 
in  1873,  having  taken 
mostly  language  work, 
besides  the  required 
studies,  and  especially 
Latin  and  Greek. . . 

"In  the  fall  of  '75  I 
went  to  Boston  University, 
and  there  pursued  a  two 
years'  post-graduate 

course,  taking  the  degree 
of  Ph.  D.  in  '77.  My  work 
there  was  entirely  in  the 
classics. . . 

"In  the  fall  of  1882  I 
reorganized  a  private 
school  in  Johnstown, 
Pennsylvania,  established 
by  the  Cambria  Iron 
Company.  In  the  fall  of 
1883  I  went  to  West 
Bridgewater,  Mass.,  where  I 
reorganized  the  Howard 
Seminary... I  was  at  this 
time  made  Secretary  of  the 
New  England  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Preparatory 
Schools . 

"In  1887  I  went  to 
Princeton  to  help  organize 
there  an  Annex  for  which  at 


that  time  there  was  a  good 
opening.  This  did  not, 
however,  prove  to  be  the 
kind  of  institution  that 
was  promised,  and  in  1889  I 
took  a  position  in  the 
Brooklyn  High  School,  which 
was  planning  to  work  up  to 
a  high  standard,  including 
some  collegiate  work... 

"In  1890  I  was  married 
to  Dr.  Andrew  Dickson  White 
of  Cornell  University;  I 
have  one  daughter,  born 
July  9,  1393.  In  1892  I 
went  with  Mr.  White  to 
Russia,  where  he  was  United 
States  Minister  from  1892 
to  1894:  my  daughter  was 
born  in  Helsingfors, 
Finland.  In  1897  Mr.  White 
was  appointed  Ambassador  to 
Germany,  and  we  remained  in 
Berlin  from  1897  to  1902. 
During  my  stay  in  Berlin  I 
was  President  of  the 
American  Woman's  Club, 
which  I  helped  to 
reorganize  on  a  new  and 
wide  basis." 

Helen  Magill 's  career 
may  provide  inspiration  to 
Latin  School  girls  and  boys 
alike.
